Marmion perishes in fight: his paramour, Con- 
stance de Beverly, is immured, and dies miserably ; King James losing 
time and opportunity by dalliance, loses the battle and his life; the 
Paimer Wilson, in recompence for the disgrace he had undeservedly 
incurred, regains his estates and honours, together with his troth- 
plight, Clara, who gives proofs of unchangeable constancy in her 
affection for him, notwithstanding she is for a time in the power of 
Marmion, his rival. The terrification of this poem has_ been 
solicitously constructed. It is varied to relieve the ear, and is gener- 
ally harmonious and forcible. . The conduct of the story is regular;

want of circumspection. If Marmion had been published Jdefore the
